However, according to Corporation 
Counsel Merbert P. Gleason, the 
council can obtain a subpoena, 
through the vourts, only if the mat- 
ter involved “is within their juris- 
diction,” and if a summons by the 
council is ignored. 

Gleason added that the Polic 
Dept. js not under the council’ 
jurisdiction, thus no member cay 
obtain a subpoena to get depart 
ment members to tppear. 
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
